Proposal  ol  Buller  County 
commissioners  to  have  Butler 
County  zoned  has  aroused  much 
controversy  throughout  the  dis- 
trict. 

The  proposal  is  being  opposed 
by  Pamona  Grange  led  by  Ver- 
non Norris,  Grange  Master,  of 
Cooperstown,  and  other  district 
citizens. 

Resulting  from  Grange  spon- 
sored community  meetings,  one 
of  which  is  being  held  tonight 
at  8 in  Winfield  Township 
Grange  Hall,  petitions  are  being 
circulated  throughout  the  area, 
opposing  the  measure. 

When  questioned  by  The  News 
C.  E.  Cornewelt,  speaking  for 
County  Commissioners,  stated 
that  the  proposal  had  its  origin 
with  a State  Law  suggesting  that 
all  Pennsylvania  Counties  estab- 
lish zoning  ordinances. 

Pennsylvania  Zoning  Authority 
Is  now  established  in  Harrisburg 
to  direct  the  program. 

Divides  Into  Districts 
Such  a proposal  would  divide 
the  county  into  residential,  in-! 
dustrial  and  farming  areas,  and 
limit  objectionable  construction! 
to  a specified  area.  This  would

eliminate  such  possibilities  as 
junkyard  in  a residential' 
district. 

Mr.  Cronewelt,  stating  that 
commissioners  were  “on  the 
fence”,  said  that  all  property 
transactions  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  a zoning  authority 
consisting  of  a nine-man  board. 

Building  in  all  areas  of  the 
county  would  be  limited  to  a cer- 
tain type  and  price  of  construc- 
tion depending  on  the  location. 

Plans  and  deeds  would  be  in- 
spected by  the  zoning  boards 
with  fees  from  $5  to  S100  levied 
to  cover  cost  of  such  inspec- 
tions. No  property  could  be  sold, 
or  home  or  business  constructed 
in  the  county  without 
of  the  board. 

Norris  States  Objections 
Vernon  Norris,  in  stating 
Grange  objections  to  the  propo- 
sal, says  that  too  much  power 
would  remain  in  the  hands  of  a 
small  non-elected  group  of  men. 

According  to  him  the  zoning 
board  would  have  authority  to 
condemn  tracts  of  land  at  its 
discretion.  Mr.  Norris  stated 
that  "dictatorial  powers”  in  the 
hands  of  a few  men  could  lead 
to  possibilities  of  graft. 

One  Buffalo  Township  citizen 
who  has  been  active  in  opposi- 
tion believes  that  requirements 
are  too  strengent  for  country 
people. 

He  feels  that  securing  appro- 
val of  farm  repairs  and  improve- 
ments would  involve  too  much 
red  tape  and  wasted  time.  He 
believes  each  property  owner 
could  best  regulate  the  sale  of 
his  own  land.

School  boards  of  the  borough 
of  Saxonburg  and  townships  of 
Winfield.
